Kenyan security on high aiert 
over President Obama’s visit

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — A 

massive security opera¬ 
tion is in place to protect 
President Barack Obama 
during his visit to Kenya, 
which has been frequently 
targeted by al-Shabab mili¬ 
tants based in neighboring 
Somalia. 

Ahead of Obama’s arrival 
Friday evening, large num¬ 
bers of security forces pa¬ 
trolled in the Kenyan capi¬ 
tal, Nairobi. Several U.S. 
military aircraft were spot¬ 
ted flying around the city. 
There have also been sig¬ 
nificant military attacks on 
Islamic militant targets in 
Somalia in recent weeks. 
Major Nairobi roads will 
be temporarily closed and 
authorities said the interna¬ 
tional airport will be closed 
at times coinciding with 
Obama’s landing and de¬ 
parture Sunday for Ethio¬ 
pia. Safaricom, a mobile 
network operator, warned 
of disruptions while Obama 
is in Nairobi to meet en¬ 
trepreneurs and hold talks 
with Kenyan President Uh¬ 
uru Kenyatta. 

“We recognize the fact 
that as the most protect¬ 
ed individual in the world, 
there will be some secu¬ 
rity measures undertaken 
by his team which could 
include the temporary dis¬ 
ruption of mobile signals 
close to where the Presi¬ 
dent is at any given time,” 
Safaricom said. 

Al-Shabab, which is linked 
to al-Qaida, has conduct¬ 
ed major attacks in Kenya, 


including the 2013 attack 
on Nairobi’s Westgate mall 
and an April attack in Ga- 
rissa town that killed nearly 
150 people. 

This month, Somali officials 
said African Union and lo¬ 
cal troops seized Bardhere, 
one of the last major towns 
held by extremists in Soma¬ 
lia’s southwest. A militant 
commander was also killed 
in a U.S. drone strike, ac¬ 
cording to Somali and U.S. 
officials. 

A Somali intelligence of¬ 
ficial told The Associated 
Press that the use of surveil¬ 
lance drones has increased 
in the past two weeks. 
“They are watching mili¬ 
tants’ movements towards 
Kenya so closely,” said the 
official, who requested an¬ 
onymity because he is not 
authorized to speak to the 
media. 

Obama’s schedule in¬ 
cludes a Sunday address 
at a Nairobi stadium that 
will be broadcast live on 
Kenyan radio and tele¬ 
vision. U.S. Ambassador 
Robert Godec said atten¬ 
dance is by invitation only 
to representatives from “a 
wide range of Kenyan so¬ 
ciety” despite speculation 
that huge crowds would 
gather. 

“We discourage people 
from coming to the venue 
if they’re not explicitly in¬ 
vited,” Godec said. 
Obama, whose father was 
Kenyan, will have time for 
meetings with relatives 
during his visit, said the 
ambassador. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Sec¬ 
retary of State John Kerry 
said Friday that if the U.S. 
Congress disapproves of 
the Iranian nuclear deal, 
it will undermine President 
Barack Obama’s ability to 
act throughout the world. 

It would be a “repudia¬ 
tion of President Obama’s 
initiative and a statement 
that when the executive 
department negotiates, 
it doesn’t mean anything 
anymore because we 
hove 535 Secretaries of 
State,” Kerry said, referring 
to the number of members 
of the House and Senate. 
Kerry defended the nucle¬ 
ar deal the U.S. and five 
other world powers negoti¬ 
ated with Iran at the Coun¬ 
cil on Foreign Relations in 
New York, saying that the 
deal struck last week in Vi¬ 
enna is the only alternative 
to military action and must 
be tested if diplomacy is to 


succeed. 

In a reprise of his testimony 
Thursday before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Commit¬ 
tee, Kerry said the agree¬ 
ment is the best way to 
prevent Iran from develop¬ 
ing an atomic weapon. If 
Congress rejects the deal, 
he said Iranian hardliners 
would speed ahead with

their nuclear program and 
the international sanctions 
regime would collapse. 

He said there is more 
chance of a nuclear arms 
race in the Middle East 
without the recently nego¬ 
tiated deal. 

Kerry appeared on NBC’s 
“Today” show and was 
addressing the Council on 


Foreign Relations before 
meeting with the leaders of 
the American Jewish Com¬ 
mittee and the Confer¬ 
ence of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Crganiza- 
tions. Some Jewish groups 
have vehemently opposed 
the deal with Iran, which 
has pledged to destroy Is¬ 
rael. 

Kerry has been front and 
center in the Cbama ad¬ 
ministration’s campaign to 
sell the deal to skeptical 
lawmakers. Congress has 
started a 60-day review 
of the agreement, which 
lifts economic sanctions 
against Iran if it curbs its nu¬ 
clear program’s capacity 
to build a nuclear weapon. 
Slowly, a number of con¬ 
gressional Democrats have 
begun lining up behind the 
deal. 

Rep. Sam Farr, a Demo¬ 
crat, said he supports the 
agreement and described 
the upcoming vote in 
Congress as a “vote on 
something that will avoid 


war.”At a Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee hear¬ 
ing on Thursday, Kerry said 
that it is “fantasy, plain 
and simple,” to claim that 
President Barack Cbama 
failed to insist on enough 
restraints on Iran’s nuclear 
program before agreeing 
to lift economic sanctions 
long in place. 

“So what’s your plan? ... 
Totally go to war?” he chal¬ 
lenged lawmakers who 
want to torpedo the deal. 
“If the U.S., after laboriously 
negotiating this multilateral 
agreement with five oth¬ 
er partners, were to walk 
away from those partners, 
we’re on our own,” Kerry 
said. “Cur partners will not 
walk away with us. Instead, 
they will walk away from the 
tough multilateral sanctions 
regime that they’ve helped 
to put in place, and we 
will have squandered the 
best chance we have to 
solve this problem through 
peaceful means.”□

LAREDO, Texas (AP) — Bil¬ 
lionaire businessman Don¬ 
ald Trump’s visit Thursday 
to a small Texas city on the

Interviews 
during and otter the whirl¬ 
wind tour with more than 
a dozen local residents 
underscored the danger 
Trump represents to the 
Republicans' complicated 
relationship with Hispanic 


voters and his appeal to a 
vocal segment of frustrat¬ 
ed voters, many Hispan¬ 
ics among them, who see 
a glaring problem on the 
Mexican border that re¬ 
quires attention. 

While Hispanic voters along 
the U.S.-Texos border have 
a unique perspective, the 
vast majority of America's 
biggest minority group sup¬ 


ports more forgiving immi¬ 
gration policies that would 
allow a pathway to citizen¬ 
ship or permanent residen¬ 
cy for the millions of immi¬ 
grants in the U.S. illegally, 
according to recent polls. 
While Trump has domi¬ 
nated coverage of the 
Republican primary race 
lately, he remains a long- 
shot for the White House. 


He is viewed favorably by 
just 28 percent of Ameri¬ 
cans and unfavorably by 
58 percent, according to 
an Associated Press-GfK 
poll conducted earlier in 
the month. About one- 
third of whites, but just 16 
percent of Hispanics and 
10 percent of blacks, have 
a favorable view of Trump. 
Jessica Gonzalez, 79, a re¬ 
tired housewife who was 
born and raised in Laredo, 
said she’d watched as the 
city she'd grown up in had 
changed, with restaurants 
replaced with Mexican 
food and new people 
coming in. 

“I think he's right,” she said 
in the parking lot of a local 
store. “All we have is peo¬ 
ple from foreign countries. 
... It’s not like it used to be.” 
Gonzalez — a Democrat 
— and her husband used 
to travel across the bor¬ 
der frequently to shop and 
for entertainment, but ore 
now afraid to cross be¬ 
cause of violence from the 


drug cartels. 

“I wont to go down and 
soy: Donald Trump, you’re 
on fire in Laredo! Because 
everybody feels what you 
think!” she said. 

Outside Obregon's Mexi¬ 
can Restaurant, Enrique 
Harrington Ramon, 75, said 
he felt Spanish-speaking 
immigrants “take advan¬ 
tage of us” in Laredo, and 
said people are respond¬ 
ing to what Trump soys 
“because it's the truth.” 

“I am sick of walking into a 
store and hearing ‘en que 
le puede ayudar?’ What 
country are we in?” he 
said. 

Others in this growing city 
of about 250,000, where 
95.6 percent of the popu¬ 
lation identified as Hispanic 
or Latino in 2010, lashed out 
at Trump, who described 
some Mexican immigrants 
in the country illegally as 
“rapists” and "criminals” 
during his announcement

Police: Theater gunman killed with handgun he bought legally

LAFAYEnE, Louisiana (AP) 

— A man who lost his fam¬ 
ily, home and businesses os 
he spent years angrily es¬ 
pousing right-wing extrem¬ 
ism on television, the In¬ 
ternet and to anyone else 
who would listen did not 
soy o word os he opened 
fire on strangers in o dark¬ 
ened movie theater, au¬ 
thorities said Friday. 

John Russell Houser, 59, 
stood up about 20 min¬ 
utes into Thursday night’s 
showing of “Trainwreck” 
and fired on the audience, 
killing two people and 
wounding nine with a semi¬ 
automatic handgun. 

“That was a horrific scene 
in there — the blood on 
the floor, sticks in the seats 
(showing the trajectory 
of the bullets), the smell,” 
state police Col. Michael 
Edmonson said after top 
officials got an inside look 
at the theater. 

“He took his time, methodi¬ 
cally choosing his victims,” 
Gov. Bobby Jindal add¬ 
ed. “One of the surviving 
wounded victims actually 
played dead to stay alive.” 
Houser then tried to es¬ 
cape by blending into 
the fleeing crowd after 
one of his victims pulled a 
fire alarm and hundreds 
poured out of the theater 
complex. But he turned 
back as police officers ap¬ 
proached, reloading and 
firing into the crowd before 
killing himself with a single 
shot inside the theater, po¬ 
lice said. 

“This is such a senseless, 
tragic action,” Lafayette 
Police Chief Jim Craft said. 
“Why would you come 
here and do something like 
this?” 

Investigators recovered 
Houser's journals, were 
studying his online postings 
and trying to reconstruct 
his movements to identify a 
motive and provide what 
Edmonson called “some 
closure” for the victims’ 
families. 

Craft said Houser bought 
the weapon legally at a 
pawnshop in Phenix City, 
Alabama, last year, and 
that he had visited the the¬ 
ater more than once, per¬

haps to determine “wheth¬ 
er there was anything that 
could be a soft target for 
him.” 

He had only been in Loui¬ 
siana since early July, 
staying in a Motel 6 room 
littered with wigs and dis¬ 
guises. His only known con¬ 
nection to the Lafayette 
was an uncle who died 
there three decades ago. 
Details quickly emerged 
about Houser’s mental 
problems, prompting au¬ 
thorities in Louisiana and 
Alabama to bemoan the 
underfunding of mental 
health services in America. 
Court records describe er¬ 
ratic behavior and threats 
of violence that led to a 
brief involuntary hospital¬ 
ization in 2008 and a re¬ 
straining order preventing 
Houser from approaching 
family members. Houser 
“has a history of mental 
health issues, i.e., manic 
depression and/or bi-polar 
disorder,” his estranged 
wife told the judge. 
Educated in accounting 
and law, he owned bars 
in Georgia — including 
one where he flew a Nazi 
banner out front as an anti¬ 
government statement. He 
tried real estate in Phenix 
Gity, Alabama. But Hous¬ 
er’s own resume, posted 
online, says what he really 
loved to do was make pro¬ 
vocative statements at lo¬ 


cal board meetings and in 
the media. 

On an NBC television af¬ 
filiate’s call-in show in the 
1990s, Houser encour¬ 
aged violent responses to 
abortion and condemned 
working women, host Cal¬ 
vin Floyd recalled. He was 


an “angry man” who spoke 
opposite a Democrat and 
really lit up the phones, he 
added. 

Houser wrote that he was 
a weekly guest for 60 epi¬ 
sodes on “Rise and Shine 
WLTZ” in Columbus, Geor¬ 
gia, where he “invited po¬ 






litical controversy on every 
one of them, and loved 
every minute of it.” 

In recent years, Houser 
turned to right-wing ex¬ 
tremist Internet message 
boards, where he praised 
Adolf Hitler, and advised 
people not to underesti¬ 
mate “the power of the 
lone wolf,” according to 
the Southern Poverty Law 
Center, whose hate-group 
watchdogs spotted Houser 
registering to meet with 
former Ku Klux Klan leader 
David Duke in 2005. 

What prompted Houser to 
kill people Thursday night 
remains unknown. 

He seemed like just an¬ 
other patron as he en¬ 
tered Lafayette’s Grand 16 
theater, one of 25 people 
who bought tickets to the 
romantic comedy star¬ 
ring feminist jokester Amy 
Schumer as a boozing, pro¬ 
miscuous reporter. 

Police believe he hoped to 
escape his deadly ambush 
before police closed in. In¬ 
side a Motel 6 room he rent¬ 
ed, they found wigs, glass¬

Texas jail death focuses new 
attention on inmate suicides

DALLAS (AP) — When 
Sandra Bland died in a 
small Texas jail last week, 
she became just the 
latest name on a long list 
of inmates whose deaths 
were determined to be 
suicides. Bland's death 
following her arrest for 
a minor traffic violation 
added fresh fuel fo fhe 
national debate over 
police use of force on 
blacks. If also focused 
new attention on the 
longstanding problem of 
inmates who take their 
own lives.

If the correct 
procedures had been in 
place, “maybe she would 
be alive today.” 

Suicide is the leading 
cause of death in U.S. 
jails after natural illness. In 
fact, inmates take their 
own lives three times more 
often than the average 
population, according 
to a 2010 study cited in 
the National Study of Jail 
Suicide. 

Since 2000, the total 
number of jail suicides has 
remained fairly constant 
— around 300 a year, 
according to the federal 
government’s Bureau 
of Justice Statistics. 
Improved awareness and 
monitoring have helped 
make suicides far less 
common than in the 1980s 
or 1990s. 

Statistically, white male 
inmates are most likely to 
die by their own hand, 
both nationally and in 
Texas. Women make up 
just a fraction of total jail 
suicides, and Bland was 
the only black woman 
found to have killed 
herself in a Texas jail since 
2009. The heighfened risk 
of suicide behind bars 
results from various factors, 
including those that arise 
from the jail environment 
itself. 

State law requires county 
jails to determine an 
inmate’s suicide risk 
and whether enhanced 


security measures are 
needed. The state only 
requires that an inmate 
be observed in person 
at least once every hour. 
An inmate who may be 
suicidal or who displays 
bizarre behavior must 
be checked every 30 
minutes. 

A suicide prevention 
plan filed by fhe Waller 
County Jail, where Bland 
was found dead July 
13, requires all jailers to 
get two hours of annual 
mental health training. 
It also says inmates with 
high suicide risk should be 
observed every 5 minutes. 
The four-page plan was 
filed in 2010 with the 
Texas Commission on Jail 
Standards, which released 
it Friday to The Associated 
Press. The plan sets out the 
same requirements for all 
inmates deemed suicidal: 
a paper gown instead of 
cloth, isolation in a single 
cell and no allowances 
for personal property or 
linens. Michele Deitch, 
a University of Texas law 
school lecturer, said those 
guidelines could make 
things worse for lower-risk 
inmafes and cause fhem 
to lie about their thoughts. 
Deitch argued the plan 
did not require enough 
training for jail staff, 
based on best practices 
set out by mental health 
experts. The plan also only 
requires investigations 
of “complefed suicides” 
and nof all attempts, and 
doesn’t require creating 
cells without hooks or other 
problematic features. 
Waller County Sheriff 
Glenn Smith has said 
Bland was not on suicide 
watch and was supposed 
to be observed once 
every hour. But he also 
acknowledged that jailers 
at least once violated 
state rules by interacting 
with her via intercom 
and not in-person. The 
intercom conversation, 
during which Bland asked 
how to make an outgoing 
call using a phone in her 
cell, came about an hour 
before her body was 
found July 13 hanging 
from a noose fashioned 
from a plastic garbage- 
can liner. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Fewer Americans bought 
new homes in June, a 
possible sign that the real 
estate market might not 
be as hot as it appeared at 
the start of summer. 

The Commerce 

Department said Friday that 
new-home sales slumped 
6.8 percent lost month to a 
seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of 482,000. The report 
also revised May soles 
down to a rate of 517,000 
from 546,000. 

The June slowdown 
indicates the potential limits 
of the earlier momentum. 
A nearly two-year hiring 
streak and low mortgage 
rates had been spurring 
stronger soles through 
much of the year. New- 
home purchases have 
vaulted up 21.2 percent 
through the first half of 2015, 
although the government 
sales report is volatile on a 
monthly basis. 


Jennifer Lee, o senior 
economist at BMO Capital 
Markets, said the decline 
“poured cold water on the 
festive tones" from past 
reports of accelerating 
sales. 

Some analysts downplayed 
the report as representing 
a sliver of the real estate 
market. 

“While the June report is 
disappointing, new-home 
sales represents a small 
portion of total home 
sales (just 8 percent),” said 
Bricklin Dwyer, an analyst 
at the bonk BNP Paribas. 
But last month’s slump could 
muddle expectations that 
the real estate sector will 
spur stronger economic 
growth in the coming 
months. 

The median sales price 
has slipped 1.8 percent to 
$281,800 over the past 12 
months. Buying fell in the 
Midwest, South and West, 
while rising sharply in the 
Northeast. 

Supplies remain remarkably 


tight with few new 
listings coming onto the 
market and construction 
expanding at a slower 
pace than sales of new 
homes. That may be a sign 
that the current strength in 
the market could wane as 
would-be buyers become 
frustrated by their limited 


options. 

There are 5.4 months' 
supply of new homes 
available, compared to six 
months in a healthy market. 
Construction of single¬ 
family houses has risen 9.1 
percent year to date, less 
than half the pace of sales 
growth for new homes. 


There are other reports that 
the housing sector carried 
its previous momentum 
through June. 

Sales of existing homes 
increased 3.2 percent 
last month to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 
5.49 million, the National 
Association of Realtors said 


Federal Reserve: Confidential forecasts mistakenly made public

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Federal Reserve said Friday 
it mistakenly posted confi¬ 
dential economic projec¬ 
tions on its public website 
last month. 

In a brief statement, the 
Fed said it has asked its in¬ 
spector general to investi¬ 
gate what it called an in¬ 
advertent disclosure. 

The incident occurred at 
a time when the central 
bank is already the subject 
of investigations by the Jus¬ 
tice Department, a Flouse 
committee and its inspec¬ 
tor general involving the 
disclosure of confidential 
information from a 2012 


Fed meeting. 

The economic projections 
posted on June 29 had 
been prepared by staff for 
the Fed's June meeting. 
Late Friday, the Fed posted 
a second set of projections 
saying it had discovered 
some errors in the first post¬ 
ing. The errors involved the 
Fed’s forecast for overall 
economic growth, as mea¬ 
sured by the gross domes¬ 
tic product, and inflation. 

In a hastily arranged con¬ 
ference call with reporters. 
Fed officials said they had 
no immediate explanation 
for how the incorrect num¬ 
bers got into the June 29 
posting but that it would be 
one of the issues the Fed’s 


inspector general would 
explore. The officials said 
they wanted to update the 
posting so that it would ac¬ 
curately represent the fore¬ 
cast presented to Fed offi¬ 
cials at their June meeting. 
Private economists said 
the staff forecast did not 
contain any surprising rev¬ 
elations about the Fed's 
views. The staff projections 
are prepared for the Fed's 
closed-door meetings and 
are not normally released 
for a period of five years. 
The Fed said the mistaken 
posting was not discovered 
until Tuesday when it was 
noticed by a Fed econo¬ 
mist. 

The economic projections 


were included in a file that 
contained information on 
the computer model the 
Feduses to forecast the 
economy. Once the mis¬ 
take was discovered, the 
Fed said it decided not to 
remove the data since it 
was already public. 

The Fed alerted the agen¬ 
cy's inspector general on 
Thursday, and also noti¬ 
fied officials at two agen¬ 
cies that regulate financial 
markets, the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and 
the Commodity Futures 
Trading Commission. It also 
informed the House Finan¬ 
cial Services Committee, 
the panel that is conduct¬ 
ing its own investigation of 


the 2012 leak. 

“It regrettably appears 
once again that proper 
internal controls are not in 
place to safeguard confi¬ 
dential Federal Reserve in¬ 
formation," said Financial 
Services Committee Chair¬ 
man Jeb Hensarling, R-Tex- 
as, said in a statement. “To 
say these recurring leaks 
at the Fed are troubling is 
a serious understatement 
and points to the urgent 
need for accountability re¬ 
forms.” 

The Fed, which will meet 
for two days next week, 
has kept its benchmark 
for short-term interest rates 
at a record low near zero

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greece on Friday invited 
the International Monetary 
Fund to participate in its 
negotiations with Euro¬ 
pean creditors over a vital 
third bailout — talks that 
are expected to start next 
week after a few days’ de¬ 
lay and must conclude be¬ 
fore Greece faces another 


big repayment Aug. 20. 
Negotiators are now ex¬ 
pected to arrive in Athens 
over the weekend with talks 
probably starting Monday, 
Greek officials said. 

In a statement Friday eve¬ 
ning, the IMF confirmed 
it had received Greece's 
request for a new IMF loan 
and said it would work to 
arrange talks with Greece 
and its European creditors. 
Athens is looking to secure 


yet another bailout — the 
third since its finances im¬ 
ploded in 2009 — worth 
85 billion euros ($93 billion) 
over three years. Without 
the money, the country 
faces imminent bankrupt¬ 
cy and a probable exit 
from the shared euro cur¬ 
rency. 

The letter to the IMF, signed 
by Finance Minister Euclid 
Tsakalotos, formally re¬ 
quests a new bailout from 


the fund. That is in accor¬ 
dance with the preliminary 
third bailout agreement 
Greece struck with its Eu¬ 
ropean partners on July 
12, which called for IMF fi¬ 
nancing and monitoring for 
Greece from March 2016 
— when current IMF financ¬ 
ing ends. 

The letter said Athens be¬ 
lieves it will take “several 
quarters” before the Greek 
economy faces up to its 
challenges “and returns to 
a vigorous and sustainable 
path to growth with fairness 
and social inclusion.” 

“We look forward to con¬ 
tinued cooperation with 
the Fund,” it added. 

Greek government spokes¬ 
woman Olga Gerovasili 
said the final third bailout 
agreement will be brought 
to Greece’s parliament for 
approval on Aug. 18. 
“Clearly, the negotiations 
will be constant until then,” 
she said Friday. 

Greece has a debt repay¬ 
ment of around 3.2 billion 
euros ($3.5 billion) to the 
European Central Bank on 
Aug. 20. 

Greece’s five-year finan¬ 
cial crisis took a dramatic 
turn for the worse this sum¬ 


mer, after talks between its 
radical left-led government 
elected in January and the 
country’s creditors nearly 
collapsed amid sharp dis¬ 
agreements over the re¬ 
forms required in return for 
the rescue loans. The new 
bailout was only possible 
after Prime Minister Alexis 
Tsipras made a sharp U-turn 
from years of vehemently 
opposing further cutbacks. 
Since its first bailout in 2010, 
Greece’s economy has 
shrunk by a quarter, while 
unemployment has rock¬ 
eted to record peacetime 
highs and incomes have 
shrunk an average of 40 
percent. 

Much of the pain has been 
attributed to the income 
cuts and tax hikes de¬ 
manded by creditors. 

It’s unclear to what extent 
IMF participation compli¬ 
cates the latest bailout 
talks. The fund has been 
critical of many of the de¬ 
mands insisted upon by 
Greece’s European credi¬ 
tors but it also says Greece 
needs deep, meaningful 
debt relief — something 
that Germany and other 
European nations are dead 
set against.Q 


Germanwings tragedy: 

Families of victims honor unidentified remains 


LE VERNET, France (AP) — 

The families of those killed 
in the Germanwings plane 
crash released white bal¬ 
loons into the air Friday, 
holding a ceremony in the 
French Alpine village ex¬ 
actly four months after the 
plane’s co-pilot crashed 
the Airbus 320 into a near¬ 
by mountain. 

The inter-religious service 
under a tent honored those 
whose bodies went uniden¬ 
tified. Those remains were 
buried on Thursday night at 
the nearby Le Vernet cem¬ 
etery, but families visited 
the grave at the close of 
the service as the balloons 
floated skyward. 

French prosecutors say co¬ 
pilot Andreas Lubitz locked 
the pilot out of the cockpit 


on the March 24 flight from 
Barcelona to Duesseldorf, 
then set the aircraft on its 
doomed course. All 150 
people aboard the plane 
died, mostly German and 
Spanish. 

Robert Tansill Oliver and 
Merivel Galvo, parents of 
36-year old victim Robert 
Oliver Galvo, thanked the 
gendarmes who scoured 
the mountain for what 
they said ended up being 
30,000 pieces of remains. 
“It’s a very difficult situation 
for the families to realize 
that all the remains could 
not be handed over but 
just some parts, that there is 
a grave here as well,” said 
Christof Wellens, a lawyer 
for families of 34 German¬ 
wings’ victims. 


The town sub-prefect, Patri¬ 
cia Willaert, estimated that 
300 family members at¬ 
tended the service at the 
memorial stone laid near 
the mountain where their 
loved ones died. 

Among those absent was 
Carsten Spohr, the CEO of 
Lufthansa, Germanwings’ 
parent company, who de¬ 
cided not to attend “be¬ 
cause of the tense atmo¬ 
sphere that has arisen in 
recent days” as a result of 
an open letter from some 
victims’ relatives, company 
spokesman Helmut Tolks- 
dorf said. 

“He does not want to bur¬ 
den a dignified ceremony 
with this discussion,” Tolks- 
dorf added. □

Saudi-led airstrikes kill more than 120

Saudi-led coalition air¬ 
strikes killed more than 120 
civilians and wounded 
more than 150 otter shell¬ 
ing a residential area in the 
Yemeni province of Taiz 
on Friday evening, security 
officials, medical officials 
and witnesses said. 

The officials, speaking on 
condifion of anonymity be¬ 
cause they were not autho¬ 
rized to speak to reporters, 
said that most of the hous¬ 
es in the area were leveled 
and o fire broke out in the 
port city of Mokha. Mosf of 
the corpses, including chil¬ 
dren, women and elderly 
people, were charred by 
the flames, they said. 
Ahmed Mohammed ol- 
Mouzay, a resident of fhe 
area who participated in 
rescue operations, said 
most of his neighbors had 
passed away. Many of fhe 
dead and wounded were 
transported in private cars 
or in animal-drawn carts 
drawn to hospitals, he 


added. 

A security official said if 
was not possible to move 
the injured into the pro¬ 
vincial capital because of 
road closures due to ongo¬ 
ing fighting. 

Security officials said fhis 
comes offer Saudi-led co¬ 
alition planes launched 
dozens of airstrikes on posi¬ 
tions of Shiife Houfhi rebels 
and their allies in Mokha. 
The closest Houthi outpost 
to Friday evening’s deadly 
strike is at least 5km away, 
officials and area residenfs 
said.

Rabbo Mansour Hadi, who 
is now in Saudi Arabia. 
Fierce baffles between Shi¬ 
ite Houthi rebels and pro¬ 
government forces in Ye¬ 


men’s Marib province and 
in Taiz Friday killed 20 peo¬ 
ple, according fo officials. 
Nine rebels and seven an- 
fi-Houthi tribesmen were 
killed in clashes in Marib, 
medical officials said. 
Houthi shelling killed four 
civilians in fhe city of Taiz, 
according to medical and 
security officials. 

All officials spoke on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
they were not authorized 
to talk to reporters. 

The Saudi-led coalition 
backed pro-government 
fighters in Friday’s clashes, 
bombing rebel positions. 
Clashes also raged north 
of the strategic southern 
port city of Aden, accord¬ 
ing to a security official. 
Anti-Houfhi fighters in Aden 
said Thursday they seized 
full confrol of fhe cify, of¬ 
fer fhey pushed the rebels 
from their lost holdout.

Chile soldiers charged in 1986 
burning death of US resident

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — A Chilean judge charged 
seven former members of the military on Friday in the 
burning death of a 19-year-old U.S. residenf who was 
killed in a 1986 profesf againsf fhe military dictatorship 
then in power. 

Judge Mario Carroza charged six former officers with 
premeditated killing in the burning death of Rodrigo 
Rojas. They were also charged with the attempted 
homicide ot 18-year-old Carmen Quintana. Another 
former soldier was charged with being an accom¬ 
plice to the crime. 

Soldiers doused Rojas and Quintana with gasoline 
and set them ablaze during a street demonstration 
on July 2, 1986. Rojas died four days lafer. He was a 
Chilean-born phofographer visifing from Washington 
D.C., where he lived with his mother in exile. 
Quintana, who was a university student at the time, 
survived and underwent lengthy treatment for severe 
burns at a Canadian hospital. Her scarred face lat¬ 
er became a symbol ot the atrocities committed by 
Gen. Augusto Pinochet’s 1973-1990 dictatorship. 

The latest development comes after another soldier 
testified lasf year, breaking a nearly fhree-decade 
pacf of silence in one of the most prominent cases of 
human rights abuses during the dictatorship that saw 
40,018 people killed, tortured or imprisoned for polifi- 
cal reasons. 

“The wounds have nof been kepf in fhe past. While 
there’s no justice, there’s no way to move forward,” 
Rojas’ mother, Veronica De Negri, said after the 
charges were announced. "Everyone here is responsi¬ 
ble because when silence has been kept for 29 years, 
everyone shares the responsibility.” 

President Michelle Bachelet, who was held and tor¬ 
tured during the dictatorship, said it’s important for 
fhe fruth to finally come out so that these crimes are 
never again repeated and go unpunished in Chile. 
“The latest developments encourage us by making us 
feel fhat if’s always good for fhe fruth to arrive and jus¬ 
tice to be served, even if it takes 29 years,” Bachelet 
said during a public event this week. 

A judge in 1999 ordered the Chilean government to 
pay Quintana $470,000. This week, she thanked the 
former soldier identified as Fernando Guzman for fes- 
fifying. Speaking from Canada, where she now lives, 
she told a local radio station that the soldiers involved 
in the attack were teenagers like her at the time and 
were also victims of the dictatorship because they re¬ 
ceived death threats to keep silent. 

The burning attack drew condemnation worldwide 
from governments and rights groups. It also strained 
relations with President Ronald Reagan’s govern¬ 
ment, which demanded a full investigafion and judi¬ 
cial action. □ 
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Jamaica to retire $3 biiiion in oii debt to Venezuela 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) 

— Jamaica has forged a 
deal to retire $3 billion in oil 
debts to Venezuela thanks 
to bond sales. 

In a Friday statement, Ja¬ 
maica said it has issued 
roughly $2 billion in bonds 
on the international capital 
market that will pay down 
the debt it accumulated 


through Petrocaribe, a 
Venezuelan program that 
provides fuel to countries 
at market prices but under 
generous credit terms. 
Officials say a negotiated 
settlement with Caracas 
will dismiss about $3 billion 
in long-term debt in ex¬ 
change for $1.5 billion. It 
was not immediately clear 


Friday if Jamaica’s deal will 
retire all of its Petrocaribe 
debt. The finance ministry 
said this week's bond issue 
transaction was “the larg¬ 
est capital markets fund¬ 
raising ever undertaken by 
the government of Jamai¬ 
ca." Jamaica’s Petrocaribe 
settlement is similar to one 
the Dominican Republic 


negotiated with Venezuela 
earlier this year. That Carib¬ 
bean country dismissed $4 
billion in Petrocaribe debt 
in exchange for $2 billion. 
On Thursday, IMF Commu¬ 
nications Director Gerry 
Rice said the organization 
supports Jamaica’s debt 
buyback. “It’s an important 
step in reducing the value 


of the country’s public debt 
and will help to put debt 
firmly on a downward tra¬ 
jectory," Rice told report¬ 
ers. Jamaica is in the third 
year of a four-year $930 
million loan package with 
the International Monetary 
Fund and it has passed 
consecutive tests without 
shortfalls.Q 


Puerto Rico general fund revenue is $600M below estimates

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— Puerto Rico’s govern¬ 
ment announced Friday 
that overall general fund 
revenue collected this 
past fiscal year was more 
than $600 million below 
what was estimated amid 
a worsening economic cri¬ 
sis that has spooked U.S. 
investors. Treasury Secre¬ 
tary Juan Zaragoza said 
the government collected 
nearly $9 billion for fiscal 
2014-2015, a $76 million 
drop compared with the 
previous year. “It’s a reflec¬ 
tion of the difficult fiscal 
and economic situation 
the island faces," he said in 
a statement, adding that it 
directly impacts the gov¬ 
ernment’s liquidity. Zarago¬ 


za blamed the drop on a 
variety of economic issues, 
including the elimination of 
a gross receipts tax in 2014. 
He said his department will 
take several measures to 


boost revenue collection, 
including stepping up the 
fight against widespread 
tax evasion. The general 
fund now faces a more 
than $700 million deficit as 


Puerto Rico enters its ninth 
year in recession. The fund 
provides financial back¬ 
ing for general obligation 
bonds and supports agen¬ 
cies that don’t generate 
their own revenue, includ¬ 
ing the departments of 
health and education. 

The announcement comes 
as the U.S. territory struggles 
to generate revenue as it 
faces a $72 billion public 
debt load that the gover¬ 
nor has said is unpayable. 
Puerto Rico economist 
Gustavo Velez said it is 
worrisome that general 
fund revenues missed the 
estimated mark by more 
than $600 million. “That’s 
a dangerous number," he 
said in a phone interview. 
“It shows the economic cri¬ 
sis has accelerated." Velez 


criticized the government 
for consistently using what 
he said were too-optimistic 
estimates that have con¬ 
tributed to the debt load. 
He also said the govern¬ 
ment can no longer tap 
into Puerto Rico’s financial¬ 
ly struggling Government 
Development Bank to help 
offset the more than $700 
million general fund deficit. 
“The bank cannot loan any 
money," he said. 

“It has no access to the 
markets.” 

The administration of Gov. 
Alejandro Garcia Padilla 
recently increased the is¬ 
land’s sales tax to 11.5 
percent and created a 4 
percent tax on professional 
services that will go into ef¬ 
fect Oct. 1 to help gener¬ 
ate more revenue. □ 


1 policeman, 1 inmate dead in prison breakout in Trinidad

PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad 
(AP) — A police officer 
and an inmate were killed 
Friday following a violent 
prison breakout in the east¬ 
ern Caribbean island of 
Trinidad. 

Authorities said three in¬ 
mates brandishing guns 
escaped from a prison in 
the capital of Port-of-Spain, 
prompting a shoot-out with 
police that resulted in the 
death of 27-year-old Con¬ 
stable Sherman Maynard 


and caused hundreds of 
people to panic. 

Police Commissioner Ste¬ 
phen Williams said May¬ 
nard was on special duty 
at the prison because of 
reports of potential trouble 
by inmates. 

The two other inmates 
who broke free remain at 
large, said Prime Minister 
Kamla Persad-Bissessar, 
who warned that they are 
armed and dangerous. Po¬ 
lice identified them as Has- 
san Atwell and Christopher 
Selby. 


“All forces are on alert,” she 
said during a televised ad¬ 
dress. 

The search for the two fu¬ 
gitive inmates snarled traf¬ 
fic in Trinidad’s capital and 
caused delays at the air¬ 
port as a result of increased 
security checks. 

Stores and offices closed 
as people tried to get out 
of the city shortly after the 
breakout, with many fear¬ 
ing another coup attempt 
like the one that occurred 
almost exactly 25 years 
ago. Dozens of heavily 


armed police officers were 
on patrol as a government 
helicopter hovered above. 
The third inmate who was 
killed was identified as Al¬ 
lan Martin. 

Police said they shot him 
near the Port-of-Spain hos- 
pital.Selby and Martin had 
been charged in the killing 
of a local businesswoman. 
Atwell is facing charges of 
kidnapping, sexual assault 
and robbery in an unrelat¬ 
ed case. 

The breakout occurred 25 
years after armed Islamic 


militants stormed Parlia¬ 
ment on July 27, 1990 and 
took the prime minister and 
his Cabinet hostage. 

The coup attempt by 
the Jamaat al Muslimeen 
group resulted in 24 deaths, 
most of them during loot¬ 
ing. 

Leader Yasin Abu Bakr said 
Friday that no one should 
fear the group. 

“We have some legal is¬ 
sues to address with the 
government, and we will 
do so through the legal

‘Medicine Baba’ gets drugs from rich, gives to poor

NEW DELHI (AP) — Om¬ 
karnath spends his days 
searching Nevv' Delhi for 
drugs. A call to the phone 
number printed boldly on 
his saffron-colored tunic 
reveals his alternate iden¬ 
tity: “Hello, I am Medicine 
Baba.” 

The chatty, 79-year-old re¬ 
tired blood-bank techni¬ 
cian has been collecting 
unused prescription drugs 
from the affluent for the 
past eight years, and dis¬ 
tributing whatever hasn’t 
expired to patients who 
need medicines they can¬ 
not afford. 

Omkarnath, who like many 
Indians uses only one name, 
is not a trained pharmacist. 


and must see a doctor’s 
prescription before he’ll 
help supply any drug. He 
doesn’t charge, though he 
says the value of what he 
gives away each month is 
more than $9,000. 

“Every bungalow in Delhi 
has extra medicines, but 
they are throwing them in 
their dustbins,” says Omkar¬ 
nath, who walks with a limp 
after an accident that left 
him with dislocated bones 
in both legs. 

“Medicine Baba” — baba 
is an honorific term mean¬ 
ing wise man — walks more 
than 7 kilometers (4 miles), 
stopping door-to-door to 
ask for unused medicines. 
On one such trip Sunday, 
he had collected a huge 
bagful of donated pre¬

scriptions in just an hour 
and a half. 

Some 40 percent of In¬ 
dia’s 1.2 billion people 
have no access to modern 
medicines because they 
are too expensive or simply 
unavailable in government 
hospitals where supplies 
are often scarce. 
Meanwhile, India is export¬ 
ing 45 percent of the $25 
billion in pharmaceuticals it 
produces each year. 
Omkarnath began his mis¬ 
sion after seeing some con¬ 
struction workers get badly 
injured in New Delhi. He 
says he followed the men 
to government hospitals 
where they were not given 
treatment and told to find 
the drugs they needed 
elsewhere. 


He says he has built up a 
stock of drugs and medi¬ 
cal equipment worth tens 
of thousands of dollars from 
weekend trips to wealthy 
neighborhoods and more 
than a dozen collection 
boxes set up in private clin¬ 
ics around the city. 

He stores his cache in a 
small rented room next to 
his home in the fetid slums 
of Manglapuri in southwest 
New Delhi. The room is filled 
with boxes of common flu 
tablets, insulin injections 
and cancer medications. 
Omkarnath also arranges 
donations of equipment in¬ 
cluding hospital beds, oxy¬ 
gen cylinders, nebulizers, 
wheelchairs, walkers and 
oxygen machines. 

Many nongovernmen¬ 
tal organizations work to 
give medical care to In¬ 
dia’s needy, and Omkar¬ 
nath works with some of 
them to deliver medicines. 
But Omkarnath’s one-man 
recycling effort is rare if not 
unique. There are medicine 
recycling efforts elsewhere, 
including the United States, 
but drugs in those cases 
are generally donated by 
medical institutions rather 
than individuals. 

Dr. Lalima Rangwani distrib¬ 
utes medicine Omkarnarth 
collects. She said at first she 
wasn’t sure she could trust 
the drugs he collected. 

“But when he brought the 
medicines, I checked it 
out, the batch number, all 
he has written on the list. So 
only then I got convinced 
that these are genuine 
medicines,” she said. □ 


Over 100 face Thai human trafficking charges

BANGKOK (AP) — Thai¬ 
land’s state prosecutors 
recommended charges 
against more than 100 
people, including a Thai 
army general, in a multi¬ 
national human trafficking 
scandal that came to light 
after dozens of bodies were 
discovered in the country’s 
south earlier this year, a 
spokesman said Friday. 
Ninety-one Thais, nine 
Myanmar nationals and 
four Bangladeshis face 
16 charges, including hu¬ 


man trafficking, partaking 
in a transnational crime 
network, and assisting or 
bringing in aliens into the 
kingdom illegally. Office 
of the Attorney General 
spokesman Wanchai Rou- 
janavong told reporters. 
“The investigation showed 
it is a big syndicate. There 
were networks that brought 
them (the migrants) from 
overseas into the country 
systematically,” he said. 
“There were a lot of dam¬ 
ages. Bodies were found. 
Senior officials were ac¬ 
cused, as well as influential 


figures. The Office of the At¬ 
torney General, therefore, 
treats it as a very important 
case.” He said provincial 
prosecutors have pressed 
charges against 72 arrest¬ 
ed suspects and were wait¬ 
ing to proceed with 32 oth¬ 
ers who remained at large. 
The sweeping investiga¬ 
tion, in which 15 Thai state 
officials were implicated, 
come after 36 bodies, be¬ 
lieved to be migrants from 
Myanmar and Bangla¬ 
desh, were exhumed from 
various abandoned jungle 
camps near the Thai-Ma- 


laysian border in May. 

The discovery has inten¬ 
sified international pres¬ 
sure on Thailand to crack 
down on smugglers. More 
than 50 people were ar¬ 
rested in a month, includ¬ 
ing local politicians, gov¬ 
ernment officials, police, 
and a senior-ranking army 
officer who once oversaw 
human trafficking issues in 
the country’s south. About 
50 police officers in the 
southern provinces were 
removed from their posts 
and investigated for pos¬ 
sible involvement in traffick¬ 
ing syndicates.Q 



South Korean man 
arrested over death 
threat on US envoy 

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 

South Korean police said 
Friday that they had ar¬ 
rested a 33-year-old jobless 
man for allegedly making 
an online threat to kill the 
U.S. ambassador in Seoul. 
The man allegedly left an 
English-language message 
vowing to kill Mark Lippert 
with “nuclear poisoning” 
on the White House web¬ 
site on July 8, police said in 
a statement. 

The man, surnamed Lee, 
has denied the allega¬ 
tion. But police say they’ve 
found a draft of the online 
threat and records of ac¬ 
cess to the White House 
homepage on his laptop 
computer, according to 
the statement. 

The allegations come just 
months after Lippert was 
attacked by another man 
who slashed him with a 
knife during a breakfast fo¬ 
rum. Lippert suffered deep 
gashes on his face and 
arm in that attack in March 
and was treated at a Seoul 
hospital for five days. 

Police said the message, 
which contained many 
grammar errors, didn’t 
clearly explain why he 
wanted to kill Lippert. They 
refused to disclose the full 
message. 

Police said the man has 
lived in seclusion at his 
home but there is no re¬ 
cord of any psychiatric 
hospital treatment. The in¬ 
vestigation began at the 
request of the U.S. Embassy 
in Seoul, according to the 
police statement. 

If convicted, the man 
could face up to five years 
in prison. 

The man who attacked 
Lippert in March was later 
charged with attempted 
murder. Police said he 
chose Lippert as a target 
to highlight his opposition 
to U.S.-South Korean mili¬ 
tary drills, which North Ko¬ 
rea calls an invasion re¬ 
hearsal. Seoul and Wash¬ 
ington have said their drills 
are purely defensive. 
Anti-U.S. activists have long 
blamed the presence of 
28,500 U.S. troops stationed 
in South Korea for the con¬ 
tinuing split of the Korean 
Peninsula. □

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Fireworks on Tour as 
Nibali and Froome fight

LA TOUSSUIRE, France (AP) 

— Chris Froome always ex¬ 
pected his rivals to throw 
everything at him and his 
Tour de France race lead. 
He just didn’t expect that 
would happen when he 
was stopped by the side of 
the road. 

Showing bristle beneath 
his mild manners, the British 
rider angrily tore into Vin¬ 
cenzo Nibali, calling him 
"unsportsmanlike," after 
the defending champion 
accelerated away while 
Froome was fixing a stuck 
wheel on the toughest Al¬ 
pine climb on Friday. 

Nibali, who went on to win 
Stage 19, said: “He was 
very angry but that's his 
problem.” 

Froome said a stone or 
piece of asphalt jammed 
between his brake and 
rear wheel on the Col de 
la Croix de Fer climb, forc¬ 
ing him to pull up momen¬ 
tarily to unjam it. 

While Froome stopped, Ni¬ 
bali rode away. 

Those weren’t the only fire¬ 
works on the exhausting 
Alpine stage that moved 
Froome one step closer to 
a second Tour victory. 

On the stage’s final climb 
to the La Toussuire ski 
station, Nairo Quintana 
launched his most sus¬ 
tained and telling attack 
against the 2013 cham¬ 
pion, and this time got the 
better of him. 

Showing for the first time at 
this Tour that he’s not un¬ 
touchable, Froome chose 
not to stay with the Colom¬ 
bian, his closest rival, as 
he rode away, eating into 
the Team Sky rider’s overall 
race lead. 

Froome said he preferred 
to save energy for Satur¬ 
day’s last Alpine stage, 
which features two very 
hard climbs. So rather than 
hunt down the Movistar 
rider, Froome rode steadi¬ 
ly, telling himself: “’I don’t 
need to panic but I do 
need to keep something in 
reserve.”’ 

He didn’t hold back on Ni¬ 
bali. 


At the finish, "I told him 
exactly what I thought of 
him," Froome said. 

There was other unpleas¬ 
antness out on the road. 
TV images of the final 
climb appeared to show a 
spectator spitting toward 
the race leader as he sped 
past. 

Froome said he didn’t see 
the man but called his be¬ 
havior “appalling.” Earlier 
in the Tour, Froome said 
another spectator threw a 
cup of urine at him and an¬ 
other punched his team¬ 
mate Richie Porte. 

“We are human beings," 
he said. "You can’t come 
to a bike race to spit at 
people, or to punch them 
or to throw urine at them.” 
Froome’s reduced lead 
of 2 minutes, 38 seconds 
over Quintana, down from 
3:10 at the start, should still 
be enough to get the Brit¬ 
ish rider through the last 
competitive day in the 
Alps before the final stage 
to Paris on Sunday, which 
is largely ceremonial and 
won’t change the overall 
podium standings. 

Still, the smaller cushion 
will force Froome to watch 
Quintana very carefully 
and means he cannot af¬ 
ford a bad Saturday on 
the two “Hors Categorie” 
climbs, meaning they’re so 
tough they defy categori¬ 
zation. 

The last of those, up 21 
hairpin bends to the AIpe 
d’Huez ski station, is cy¬ 
cling’s most iconic as¬ 
cent and will be lined with 
screaming spectators. 

“It’s the final test," said 
Froome. 

“I’m in a great position," 
he added. “I can’t wait to 
get up there." 

Nibali’s win rescued what 
has otherwise been a dis¬ 
appointing Tour for him. 
The Italian said he didn’t 
see that Froome had pulled 
up, even though television 
images appeared to show 
him looking back over his 
left shoulder at the Team 
Sky rider before accelerat¬ 
ing away. 

Nibali said he was speak¬ 
ing to a teammate, not 


looking back at Froome, 
and that he always had 
planned to attack on that 
climb. The manager of his 
Astana team, Alexandre 
Vinokourov, defended 
him, saying: “Vincenzo 
doesn’t have eyes in the 
back of his head.” 

Froome said: “It seemed 
to me that Nibali had the 
whole climb to attack but 
he chose the moment that 
I had a mechanical (prob¬ 
lem) to make his move.” 
“That, in my opinion, is very 
unsportsmanlike,” he add¬ 
ed. “It’s not in the spirit of 
the Tour de France.” 

Nibali said he was “very 
disappointed” at the way 
Froome spoke to him at 
the finish with language 
“too hard and too unjust 
to be repeated.” 

He added that as far as 
he is concerned, no rule 
says other riders must wait 
when a race leader has an 
accident. 

After fixing his bike, Froome 
rode furiously to catch 
back up with other podi¬ 
um contenders. But Nibali 
was gone, chasing French 
rider Pierre Rolland, who 
summited the Croix de Fer 
pass first. 

Riding with the No. 1 bib 
as defending champion, 
Nibali has been crushed 
by Froome at this Tour. He 
started the day in seventh 
place, 8:04 behind. 

Hitting 70 kph (45 mph) on 
the Croix de Fer descent 
and shaving the edges of 
bends, Nibali caught Rol¬ 
land and overtook him on 
the final climb to La Tous¬ 
suire. 

Sweat pouring off his legs, 
he rode solo to the finish, 
with the cross from the 
chain around his neck in 
his mouth. 

With the time clawed 
back, Nibali jumped to 
fourth place, now 6:44 be¬ 
hind Froome. With third- 
placed Alejandro Val- 
verde just 1:19 ahead of 
him, a podium spot may 
not be out of reach for the 
Italian. With so much still to 
ride for Saturday, a spec¬ 
tacular Tour is getting a 
thrilling finale.Q

about celebrating again 
four years later. 

She just didn’t imagine 
trying to become the first 
woman to repeat in nearly 


50 years like this: in a new 
gym with a new coach, 
sky-high expectations and 
a reality film crew from the 
Oxygen Network on hand 
to capture it all. 

With about a year to go 
until the flame is lit, Doug¬ 
las will compete in the U.S. 
for the first time since the 


2012 Olympic Trials on Sat¬ 
urday when she takes the 
floor for the Secret Classic 
in Chicago. 

It will be an unveiling for 
Gabby Douglas 2.0: the 
older, wiser and decidedly 
more jacked version of the 
girl with the killer routines 
and the kilowatt smile who 
won over the world and 
an avalanche of sponsors 
on that brilliant August day 
three years ago. 

On the surface, this week¬ 
end is a tuneup for the 
national championships 
next month. Beneath, how¬ 
ever, is a quest to silence 
the doubt that surrounds 
Douglas’ bid to become 
the first repeat Olympic all- 
around gold medalist since 
Vera Caslavska of Czecho¬ 
slovakia in 1968. 

“When people say I can’t 
do something, I love it,” 
Douglas said. “I just say, ‘all 
right, let’s go. Let’s get it.’ 
I’m more confident. More 
courageous. More warrior- 
minded." 

Douglas will need to rely on 
that mentality heavily if she 
wants to soar to heights 
even the all-time greats — 
from Nadia Comaneci to 
Mary Lou Retton to Nastia 
Liukin — never reached. 

All three Olympic champi¬ 
ons tried to extend their ca¬ 
reers following their golden 
moment. Comaneci came 
the closest to adding a 
second all-around gold, 
earning silver in Moscow in 
1980. Retton retired barely 
a year after her triumph at 
Los Angeles in 1984. Liukin’s 
late bid for a spot on the 


2012 team ended when 
her throbbing shoulders 
finally said “enough" dur¬ 
ing Trials. For all its beauty 
and eye-popping athleti¬ 
cism, gymnastics is really 
about the grind. The super¬ 
nova Douglas became in 
London was chiseled dur¬ 
ing nearly a decade of a 
relentless and sometimes 
mind-numbing routine, 
one she blissfully hit pause 
on after stepping off the 
podium with gold draped 
around her neck. 

There was the post-Olym- 
pic tour. The book. The bi¬ 
ography that turned into 
a made-for-TV movie. A 
steady stream of appear¬ 
ances and speaking en¬ 
gagements. The perks that 
come with glory are also 
among the biggest obsta¬ 
cles to recapturing it.

NEW YORK (AP) — Google’s 
new service for organizing 
and backing up images 
blends some of the best 
of what Apple and Yahoo 
have rolled out in recent 
months. 

These services come as 
smartphone cameras get 
better, and people take 
more photos and video 
with them. The problem is 
many of the images simply 
sit on the phones, taking 
up valuable space. Worse, 
digital memories can dis¬ 
appear when phones are 
lost or stolen. 

Photo services from 
Google, Yahoo and Apple 
all store copies of those 
photos and video online. 
Images taken with tablets 
and stand-alone cameras 
can be added, too, giv¬ 
ing you one home for your 
entire image library. These 
services also offer editing 
tools and help organize 
your images. After all, why 
bother taking photos if you 
can't find them later? 

The latest offering, Google 
Photos, isn’t perfect. Re¬ 
cently, Google apologized 
when the service mistaken¬ 
ly labeled two black peo¬ 
ple as gorillas. And there’s 
a catch with free storage 
of photos and video. On 
the other hand, Google 
has the best tools for 
searching photos. That’s 


no surprise, coming from 
the world’s most popular 
search engine. 

Here’s a look at Google 
Photos and how it com¬ 
pares with Apple’s and Ya¬ 
hoo’s offerings. 

STORAGE AND BACKUP 
Just download the Google 
Photos app on your iPhone, 
iPad or Android device 
and connect over Wi-Fi. 
Photos and video on your 
device will automatically 
upload to Google’s serv¬ 
ers. 

Google offers unlimited 
storage of photos of up to 
16 megapixels. That cov¬ 
ers iPhones and Samsung 
Galaxy phones. For the 
few phones that exceed 
that, Google will either re¬ 


duce the file size or let you 
store the original as part 
of a free allotment shared 
with Gmail messages and 
other Google services. You 
get 15 gigabytes, enough 
for a few thousand pho¬ 
tos at 16 megapixels, after 
which you pay $2 or more 
a month. If you choose to 
store the originals, all pho¬ 
tos will count toward the 
quota, including those un¬ 
der 16 megapixels. Unless 
you’re looking for poster- 
size prints, 16 megapixels is 
fine for printing, but the ex¬ 
tra pixels help when crop¬ 
ping. 

Free video storage is limit¬ 
ed to lOSOp high-definition 
resolution. That’s fine for 
iPhones, but many devices 


including the Galaxy S6 
phones can shoot better. 
Again, you can choose to 
reduce the size or pay for 
more storage. 

Apps for Mac and Win¬ 
dows PCs will search your 
computer and camera 
memory cards for photos 
to upload. The same size 
limits apply. 

Flickr, a similar service from 
Yahoo, has no size limit 
on individual files, but you 
get 1 terabyte for your en¬ 
tire collection. That’s likely 
more than enough unless 
you’re a professional or 
serious photographer, in 
which case Yahoo likely 
wouldn’t be for you be¬ 
cause it doesn’t handle im¬ 
ages in the higher-quality 


RAW format. 

Apple’s Photos app syncs 
images from iPhones, iPads 
and Mac computers only, 
not Android or Windows 
devices. You have 5 giga¬ 
bytes of free iCIoud stor¬ 
age, shared with other Ap¬ 
ple services, so you’ll likely 
need to buy storage start¬ 
ing at $1 a month. 

With Google and Yahoo, 
you need to delete images 
from your phone to free up 
space once they transfer 
online. With Apple, the ser¬ 
vice automatically reduc¬ 
es the file size when space 
is low and grabs the origi¬ 
nals online when needed. 
That makes it seamless for 
users, but Apple’s storage 
quota isn’t as generous. 
EDITING AND SHARING 
All three services offer basic 
tools for touching up pho¬ 
tos. Apple’s Photos app 
on the Mac has the most 
advanced options. With 
all three services, changes 
you make on one device 
will sync with the others. 
Google also has tools to 
automatically create col¬ 
lages and animations out 
of batches of photos. 

Once online, you can view 
images from any device, 
no matter which camera 
they came from. You can 
easily share those images, 
too, with just a tap or two. 
Don’t worry. Unless you 
share an image or album, 
it’s for your eyes only.Q 


‘Landmark’ trade deal could 
slash tariffs for tech products

BERLIN (AP) — Prices for 
games consoles, home en¬ 
tertainment systems and 
GPS devices could soon 
fall after major trade pow¬ 
ers agreed Friday to cut 
tariffs on some 200 technol¬ 
ogy products. 

The Geneva-based World 
Trade Organization said 49 
of its members — including 
the United States, China 
and the European Union 
— reached a tentative ac¬ 
cord to expand the 1996 
Information Technology 
Agreement following three 
years of talks. 


“Today’s agreement is a 
landmark," said WTO direc¬ 
tor-general Roberto Azeve¬ 
do. “Annual trade in these 
201 products is valued at 
over $1.3 trillion per year, 
and accounts for approxi¬ 
mately 7 percent of total 
global trade today. This is 
larger than global trade in 
automotive products — or 
trade in textiles, clothing, 
iron and steel combined.” 
In order for the deal to take 
effect, however, countries 
signing the accord must 
account for 90 percent of 
the global trade in tech¬ 
nology products. Taiwan, 
a big producer of electron¬ 


ics, has faced considerable 
domestic pressure not to 
join. Along with four other 
countries — Thailand, Tur¬ 
key, Columbia and Mauri¬ 
tius — Taiwan asked Friday 
for more time to consider 
the agreement. 

Final details of the deal will 
be worked out by Decem¬ 
ber, when trade ministers 
meet in Nairobi, Kenya. 
Once implemented, the 
agreement will require 
countries to eliminate 
trade tariffs on most new- 
generation semi-conduc¬ 
tors, satellite navigation 
systems, medical products 
that include magnetic 


resonance imaging ma¬ 
chines, machine tools for 
manufacturing printed 
circuits, telecommunica¬ 
tions satellites and touch 
screens within three years 
starting in 2016, the WTO 
said. 


“This deal will cut costs for 
consumers and business, in 
particular for smaller firms, 
which have been hit es¬ 
pecially hard by excessive 
tariffs in the past,” EU trade 
chief Cecilia Malmstrom 
said in a statement. □

The U.S. stock market 
capped a tour-day losing 
streak with its biggest drop 
ot the week.

But right now, that’s 
the theme that I’m seeing, 
and it’s not a healthy one.”

Wal-Mart. 

Amazon shares surged al¬ 
most 10 percent on Friday 
after the e-commerce 
powerhouse reported a 
surprise second-quarter 
profit and a better-than- 
expected 20 percent jump 
in revenue. 

The sharp increase in 
shares brought Amazon’s 
market value to $247.77 bil¬ 
lion, more than its biggest 
rival, Wal-Mart Stores Inc., 
signaling a sea change in 
retailing. Amazon, which 
just turned 20, is now val¬ 
ued higher than the world’s 
largest retailer. 

Bentonville, Arkansas- 
based Wal-Mart Stores is 
valued at about $230.53 
billion. The company, with 
11,767 stores worldwide, 
still has much higher sales, 
$485.65 billion in the year 
ended Jan. 31, compared 
with Amazon’s $89 billion in 
annual revenue last year. 
But investors applauded 


The mixed company earn¬ 
ings increasingly weighed 
on stocks as the week wore 
on. The Standard & Poor’s 
500 index has now lost 
ground four out of the last 
five weeks. 

The S&P 500 ended the day 


Amazon’s ability to keep 
costs in check while grow¬ 
ing its revenue. Amazon 
credited the profit to con¬ 
tinued strength of its cloud¬ 
computing business and 
strong revenue growth 
both domestically and 
abroad.

lier that failed to live up to 
financial analysts’ expec¬ 
tations, sank 13.1 percent. 
The stock ended down 
$11.91 at $78.86. 

Even a dash of merger 
news, which often puts in¬ 
vestors in a buying mood, 
failed to impress. 

Anthem agreed to buy ri¬ 
val Cigna for $48 billion in 
a deal that would create 
the nation’s largest health 
insurer by enrollment, cov¬ 
ering about 53 million U.S 
patients. Anthem fell $4.35, 
or 2.8 percent, to $150.86, 
while Cigna lost $8.64, or 
5.6 percent, to $145.72. 
Investors did welcome 
Amazon’s latest quar¬ 
terly report card. The e- 
commerce pioneer an¬ 
nounced a surprise profit 
late Thursday. The stock 
vaulted $47.24, or 9.8 per¬ 
cent, to $529.42. 

Nine of the 10 sectors in 
the S&P 500 ended lower. 
Health care stocks fell the 
most, 2.5 percent. Utilities 
edged higher. 

Of the 187 companies in 
the S&P 500 that have re¬ 
ported earnings so far, 
about 72 percent of them 
have delivered results that 
beat Wall Street estimates, 
according to S&P Capital 
IQ. That’s better than the 
historical average of 66 
percent.G

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American Airlines beats 2Q forecasts on cheap jet fuel

FORT WORTH, Texas (AP) 

— Dramatically cheaper 
jet tuel helped American 
Airlines nearly double its 
second-quarter profit to 
$1.7 billion despite lower 
revenue. 

The world's biggest air¬ 
line said Friday that it was 
American’s most profitable 
quarter ever, after exclud¬ 
ing one-time costs and 


gains. 

Friday's results from Ameri¬ 
can capped an astonish¬ 
ing earnings season for the 
nation’s biggest airlines, 
several of which reported 
record profits in the April- 
through-June period. 

Still, American warned that 
a key revenue figure will 
decline in the third quarter, 
and the stock fell 7 per¬ 
cent. 

Investors worry that cheap¬ 


er fuel is fempting the air¬ 
lines to grow too fast, lead¬ 
ing to lower prices after 
five straight years in which 
airfares rose faster than in¬ 
flation. American doesn’t 
disclose average fares, 
but a key figure shows that 
passengers paid less per 
mile in the second quarter 
than they did last summer, 
and a top American exec¬ 
utive said that trend could 
continue into the second 


half af nexf year. 
American’s message fa 
investors Friday was, dan’t 
be fixated on revenue per 
seat. 

“Our largest cost has fallen 
50 percent" since last sum¬ 
mer, said CEO Doug Park¬ 
er. “The revenues haven’t 
fallen nearly as much as 
the costs have fallen, and 
as a result earnings are 
growing.” 

American’s fuel bill 


dropped by more than $1 
billion — a 37 percent sav¬ 
ings — campared with the 
same quarter last year. 
That helped American Air¬ 
lines Group Inc. report net 
income of $2.41 per share. 
Adjusted profit, which ex¬ 
cludes one-time costs, was 
$2.62 per share, topping 
the $2.58-per-share fore¬ 
cast tram nine analysts sur¬ 
veyed by Zacks Investment 
Research. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Even as 
TV watchers increasingly 
ga online, AT&T has be¬ 
come the country’s big¬ 
gest traditional TV provider 
with its $48.5 billion pur¬ 
chase of DirecTV. 

It got its regulatory approv¬ 
al Friday from the Federal 
Communications Com¬ 
mission after more than a 
year. The Justice Depart¬ 
ment had already cleared 
the deal on Tuesday. 

AT&T Inc. now has 26.4 mil¬ 
lion cable and satellite TV 
subscribers. 

That’s more than Comcast 
as well as a bigger Charter, 
which is seeking govern¬ 
ment approval to buy Time 
Warner Cable. 

Suppliers of TV are buying 
one another as video from 
Internet competitors like 
Netflix gets more popular 
and costs rise for channels. 
Adding TV customers gives 
AT&T more power to nego¬ 
tiate with big media com¬ 
panies over prices for those 


channels. 

The deal also combines a 
nationwide satellite TV ser¬ 
vice, the country’s largest, 
with the No. 2 nationwide 


wireless network as time 
spent on mobile devices 
increases. DirecTV also has 
19.5 million customers in 
Latin America, where AT&T 


wants to grow. 

“We’ll now be able to 
meet consumers’ future 
entertainment prefer¬ 
ences, whether they want 


traditional TV service with 
premier programming, 
their favorite content on 
a mobile device, or video 
streamed over the Internet 
to any screen," said AT&T 
CEO Randall Stephenson 
in a statement. 

What could change for 
customers? AT&T said that 
it will launch new TV, In¬ 
ternet and mobile phone 
bundles in the coming 
weeks. 

AT&T’s purchase of Di¬ 
recTV was approved 
even as Comcast’s bid 
for Time Warner Cable, 
which would have made 
the country’s biggest ca¬ 
ble company even more 
massive, was blocked. The 
AT&T deal did not trigger 
the same fears from con¬ 
sumer advocates because 
the company wouldn’t 
contain an entertainment 
division like Comcast’s NB- 
CUniversal and wouldn’t 
gain Internet customers, 
considered the future of 
the industry, by buying 
DirecTV.Q 


Visa 3Q earnings jump 25 percent, beat estimates

NEW YORK (AP) — Visa Inc. 
said its fiscal third-quarter 
prafit jumped 25 percent, 
helped by a double-digit 
rise in payments pracessed 
on its network. However 
Visa executives emphasize 
they are not seeing as ro¬ 
bust U.S. consumer spend¬ 
ing as they hoped. 

The San Francisco-based 
payment processing com¬ 
pany earned $1.7 billion af¬ 
ter payments to preferred 
shareholders, compared 


to a profit of $1.36 billion a 
year earlier. On a per share 
basis, the bank earned 69 
cents per Class A share, 
compared with 54 cents 
per share a year earlier. 
The results easily tapped es¬ 
timates. Analysts surveyed 
by FactSet expected earn¬ 
ings of 58 cents per share. 
Net revenue at Visa to¬ 
taled $3.52 billion, up from 
$3.15 billion a year earlier. 
Cusfamers spent $1.2 trillion 
on Visa’s network, up 11 
percent from a year aga, 
in the latest quarter. Visa 


takes a small percentage 
of every transaction pro¬ 
cessed on its network as a 
fee, which is almcsf always 
paid by the merchants 
wha accept Visa credit cr 
debit cards. Visa had 2.42 
billion cards issued on Vi¬ 
sa’s network, up 7 percent 
from a year earlier. 

In the U.S., where more 
than half of Visa card trans¬ 
actions are processed, 
payment valume rose 8.7 
percent versus a year ago. 
But Visa CEO Charles 
Scharf said in a confer¬ 


ence call with investors 
that, despite the payment 
growth in U.S., the com¬ 
pany had seen “very little 
improvement with the U.S. 
consumer in our numbers 
thus far, if any." 

“There are positive signs 
in employment and hous¬ 
ing and lower gas prices 
should help, but we’ll have 
to wait and see,” Scharf 
added. 

Due fo its involvement 
with millions of credit and 
debit card transactions 
each day. Visa is heavily 


exposed to swings in U.S. 
consumer spending be¬ 
havior. Investors often look 
to Visa as a metric to mea¬ 
sure how the U.S. consumer 
is doing. 

Separately, Scharf can- 
firmed that Visa remains in 
in early merger talks with 
Visa Europe, a separate 
payment processing com¬ 
pany that also runs a pay¬ 
ment network in Europe.

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Proposed label would give context 
to recommended sugar In foods

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration on Friday proposed 
that nutrition facts labels in¬ 
clude the percentage of 
a person's recommended 
daily intake of added sug¬ 
ars in a food item — the 
“percent daily value." 
Adding new line for added 
sugars, or those that don't 
occur naturally, is part of 
an overhaul of the nutrition 
facts label proposed last 
year by the Obama ad¬ 
ministration. 

While the labels include 
percent daily values for 
other nutrients, the propos¬ 
al didn't include one for 
added sugars. Since then, 
a government advisory 
committee recommended 
that people get no more 
than 10 percent of calories 
daily from added sugars. 
The FDA proposal would 
be based on that number, 
meaning that added sug¬ 
ars should be no more than 
200 calories, or about 50 
grams, in a recommended 
daily diet of 2,000 calories. 
So if a food label says 
something has 50 grams of 
added sugars, the percent 
daily value for added sug¬ 
ars would be listed as 100 
percent. 

“For the past decade, con¬ 
sumers have been advised 
to reduce their intake of 


added sugars, and the pro¬ 
posed percent daily value 
for added sugars on the 
Nutrition Facts label is in¬ 
tended to help consumers 
follow that advice," said 
Susan Mayne, director of 
the FDA's Center for Food 
Safety and Applied Nutri¬ 
tion. 

Currently, the nutrition facts 
label lists percent daily val¬ 
ues for total fat, saturated 
fat, cholesterol, sodium, to¬ 
tal carbohydrates, dietary 
fiber, iron, calcium and vi¬ 
tamins A and C. 

The Center for Science in 
the Public Interest, an ad¬ 
vocacy group that has 
pushed for more informa¬ 
tion on nutrition facts pan¬ 
els, called the FDA's move 
“a major public health vic¬ 
tory," pointing out that a 
20 ounce sugary soda can 
have 130 percent of the 
sugar a person is supposed 
to consume in a day. 

The sugar industry said 
there isn't enough science 
to justify the proposal. 

“The Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration has an impor¬ 
tant role in our nation's 
food supply to ensure that 
consumers are not misled 
by positive or negative 
claims about the food and 
beverages they purchase 
and consume," The Sugar 
Association said in a state¬ 
ment. The FDA said the 
proposal is open for public 


comment for 75 days. The 
agency is also re-opening 
public comment on the 
larger nutrition facts panel 
overhaul first proposed in 
March 2014. A final rule 
determining what the new 
panels will look like will 
come after the agency re¬ 
views the comments. 

In addition to a new line for 
added sugars, the new la- 
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bels proposed by the FDA 
last year would make calo¬ 
ries more prominent and 
serving sizes more realistic. 
The idea is to make the 
labels less cluttered and 
more user-friendly.Q

(AP) — Pluto is hazier than 
scientists expected and 
appears to be covered 
with flowing ice. 

The team responsibie tor 
the New Horizons flyby of 
Pluto last week released 
new pictures Friday of 
the previously unexplored 
world on the edge of the 
solar system. 

“If you're seeing a cardi¬ 
ologist, you may want to 
leave the room," principal 
scientist Alan Stern teased 
at the opening of the news 
conference at NASA head¬ 
quarters. 

“There are some pretty 
mind-blowing discoveries." 
NASA's New Horizons 
spacecraft, now 7.5 mil¬ 
lion beyond Pluto, has 
detected layers of haze 
stretching 100 miles (160 
kilometers) into the atmo¬ 
sphere, much higher than 
anticipated. All this haze 
is believed to account for 
the dwarf planet's reddish 
color. 

If you were standing on 
Pluto and looking up, you 
probably wouldn’t notice 
the haze, said George Ma¬ 
son University’s Michael 
Summers. In fact. New Hori¬ 
zons had to wait until after 
its closest approach on July 
14, so the sun would silhou¬ 
ette Pluto and the atmo¬ 
sphere could be measured 
by means of the scattered 
sunlight. 

As for the ice flows, they 


appear to be relatively re¬ 
cent: no more than a few 
tens of millions of years, ac¬ 
cording to William McKin¬ 
non of Washington Univer¬ 
sity in St. Louis. That com¬ 
pares with the 4.5 billion- 
year age of Pluto and the 
rest of the solar system. 

To see evidence of such 
recent activity, he said, 
is “simply a dream come 
true.” 

Temperatures on Pluto are 
minus 380 degrees Fahr¬ 
enheit (minus 229 degrees 
Celsius), and so water ice 
would not move anywhere 


in such extreme cold. But 
McKinnon said the nitrogen 
and other ices believed to 
be on Pluto would be geo¬ 
logically soft and therefore 
able to flow like glaciers on 
Earth. 

Some of that plutonian ice 
seems to have emptied into 
impact craters, creating 
ponds of frozen nitrogen. 
One of those semi-filled 
craters is about the size of 
metropolitan Washington 
D.C., McKinnon said. 

These latest findings sup¬ 
port the theory that an un¬ 
derground ocean might 



exist deep beneath Pluto’s 
icy crust, McKinnon said. 
These ice flows — which 
might still be active — are 
found on Pluto’s vast icy 
plain, now called Sputnik 
Planum after Earth’s first 
man-made satellite. The 
plain is about the size of 
Texas and occupies the 
left side of Pluto’s bright 
heart-shaped feature, 
named Tombaugh Regio 
after the late astronomer 
who discovered Pluto in 
1930, Clyde Tombaugh. 

It’s evident now that the 
two “lobes" of the heart 
are quite different; Stern 
speculated that nitrogen 
snow could possibly be 
blowing from the brighter 
left, or western, side to the 
right. 

One of Pluto’s newly dis¬ 
covered mountain ranges 
now bears the name of Sir 
Edmund Hillary, who along 
with Sherpa guide Tenzing 
Norgay conquered Mount 


Everest in 1953. The New 
Horizons team already had 
named another series of 
mountains after Norgay. 
The spacecraft traveled 3 
billion miles over 9'/2 years 
to get the first close-up 
look of Pluto. 

The New Horizons team 
stressed that most of the 
collected data are still 
aboard the spacecraft 
and will take more than a 
year to obtain. Over the 
next several weeks, much 
of the incoming transmis¬ 
sions will consist of engi¬ 
neering or other technical 
data — and only a few im¬ 
ages. 

But starting in mid-Sep¬ 
tember, “the spigot opens 
again," promised Stern, a 
scientist at the Southwest 
Research Institute. From 
then until fall 2016, “The sky 
will be raining presents with 
data from the Pluto sys¬ 
tem. It’s going to be quite 
a ride.’’Q 
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WWE cuts ties with Huik Hogan amid report that he used siurs

STAMFORD, Conn. (AP) — 

World Wrestling Entertain¬ 
ment Inc. has severed ties 
with Hulk Hogan amid a 
report that one of the big¬ 
gest stars in professional 
wrestling history used ra¬ 
cial slurs in a conversation 
caught on a sex tape. 

The company deleted 
most references to Hogan 
on its website and issued 
a statement Friday saying 
it had terminated its con¬ 
tract with him. 

WWE did not give a rea¬ 
son, but issued a statement 
saying it is “committed to 
embracing and celebrat¬ 
ing individuals from all 
backgrounds as demon¬ 
strated by the diversity of 
our employees, performers 
and fans worldwide.” 

On Friday, a joint report 
from RadarOnline.com 
and The National Enquirer 
said that Hogan had used 
racial slurs in a conversa¬ 
tion caught on a sex video 
that is the subject of an in¬ 
vasion of privacy lawsuit. 


In a statement, the 61 -year- 
old Hogan apologized for 
using “offensive language" 
in a conversation eight 
years ago. 

“It was unacceptable for 
me to have used that of¬ 
fensive language; there 
is no excuse for it; and I 
apologize for having done 
it," Hogan said, calling his 
departure from a WWE a 
resignation. 

His attorneys did not imme¬ 
diately return messages left 
by The Associated Press. 
Hogan, perhaps the big¬ 
gest star in WWE’s five-de- 
cade history, was the main 
draw for the first Wrestle- 
Mania in 1985 and was a 
fixture for years in its signa¬ 
ture event, facing every¬ 
one from Andre The Giant 
and Randy Savage to The 
Rock and even company 
chairman Vince McMa¬ 
hon. 

He won six WWE champi¬ 
onships and was inducted 
into the WWE Hall of Fame 
in 2005 by Sylvester Stal¬ 


lone. But he was able to 
transcend his “Hulkama- 
nia” fan base to become a 
celebrity outside the wres¬ 
tling world, appearing in 
numerous movies and tele¬ 


vision shows, including a re¬ 
ality show about his life on 
VHl, “Hogan Knows Best." 
Hogan is currently seeking 
$100 million from the web¬ 
site Gawker for posting 


part of the sex tape of him 
with Heather Cole, the ex- 
wife of Hogan’s one-time 
friend and radio show host 
Bubba the Love Sponge 
Clem.Q

Stratocaster in his perfor¬ 
mance on July 25, 1965, 
when he strode on stage 
in a leather jacket and 
launched into the song 
"Maggie's Form." The per¬ 
formance drew a mix of 
boos and cheers from the 
audience, from some who 
were thrilled by the perfor¬ 
mance and others who felt 
abandoned by someone 
who until then had been 
best known for singing pro¬ 
test songs with an acoustic 
guitar. 

The moment is considered 
one of the most important 
moments in rock history. 

Jim Irsay, owner of the 
NFL's Indianapolis Colts, 
bought the guitar in 2013 
for $965,000. It was the 
most expensive guitar ever 
sold at auction. The cura¬ 
tor of his rare guitar collec¬ 
tion brought it to the festi¬ 
val Friday. 

This weekend's festival is 
paying tribute to Dylan's 
performance in a number 
of ways, including a still- 
secret lineup of around a 


dozen acts on Sunday that 
will not be revealed un¬ 
til they step on stage. The 
festival is also hosting a dis¬ 
cussion of a book out this 
month that examines the 
performance, and what 
led up to it, "Dylan Goes 
Electric! Newport, Seeger, 
Dylan, and the Night that 
Split the Sixties," by Elijah 
Wald. 

Organizers say they also 
hope the guitar can be 
played this weekend, al¬ 
though it has not been 
played in public in 50 years. 
It's not clear yet who will 
ploy the guitar, although 
Sweet has said repeated¬ 
ly that while an invitation 
was extended to Dylan, he 
would not be coming to 
the festival this year. 

The last time he played at 
the Newport Folk Festival 
was in 2002. 

"It (the guitar) is such an 
important part of musical 
history, and Dylan was our 
generation’s Shakespeare, 
so it's our way to give bock 
and share," Irsay said.q 


NY jury: Rapper 50 Cent must 
pay $2AA in sex-tape lawsuit 


NEW YORK (AP) — Rapper 
50 Cent must pay an addi¬ 
tional $2 million in punitive 
damages to a woman fea¬ 
tured in a sex tape posted 
online, a jury decided Fri¬ 
day. 

The decision came two 
weeks after jurors ordered 
the multiplatinum-selling 
artist to pay $5 million to 
Lastonio Leviston. 

Leviston’s invasion-of-pri- 
vQcy lawsuit argues that 50 
Cent, born Curtis Jackson 
III, posted online a crudely 
narrated 13-minute sex- 
tape she made with a boy¬ 
friend in 2008. In the video, 
he taunts rival rapper Rick 
Ross, who isn’t featured in 
the video but has a child 
with Leviston. 

After the jury’s verdict, 
Jackson filed for bankrupt¬ 
cy protection in Connecti¬ 
cut. 

A lawyer for Leviston had 
urged jurors to award her 
$15 million. Jackson's at¬ 
torney had asked them to

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Public divided over Smithsonian display of Bill Cosby's art

WASHINGTON (AP) — Doz¬ 
ens of emails and com¬ 
ments left at the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution show 
the public appears to be 
sharply divided over an ex¬ 
hibition featuring Bill Cos¬ 
by’s art collection, which 
the museum has stood be¬ 
hind since the comedian 
admitted obtaining drugs 
to give to women with 
whom he wanted to have 
sex. 

The Smithsonian has re¬ 
ceived 35 emails about 
the exhibit in the month of 
July alone as of Wednes¬ 
day, with the vast major¬ 
ity calling for the National 
Museum of African Art to 
take down its “Conversa¬ 
tions” exhibit. The display, 
which is set to run through 
January, features Cosby’s 
African-American art col¬ 
lection paired with African 
art. A few thanked the 
Smithsonian for keeping 
the exhibit on view. 

In a comment book at 
the exhibit, however, visi¬ 
tors have left mostly posi¬ 
tive messages spanning 
74 pages. “Art is art. This is 
something worth seeing,” 
one visitor wrote in a com¬ 
ment signed MC. “I’m glad 
the Smithsonian had the 
guts to keep the Cosby 
collection. Bravo!” 

Emailed comments range 
from polite protests to an¬ 
gry questions over how the 
Smithsonian could show¬ 
case Cosby's collection. 
One called the display 
“sad and pathetic,” while 


another called it “disgust¬ 
ing.” A few threatened to 
boycott the museum com¬ 
plex, cancel their member¬ 
ships or withhold future do¬ 
nations. 

“By continuing to display 
any works of art of, by, 
through Bill Cosby demon¬ 
strates and shows how the 
Smithsonian Institute feels 
about women,” one per¬ 
son wrote. “We will no lon¬ 
ger be supporters of The 
Smithsonian.” 

Names of those who 
emailed comments were 
redacted as a condition of 
their release to The Associ¬ 
ated Press. The Smithsonian 
received a few comments 
before July but did not re¬ 
lease those. 

Messages began rolling in 


after the Smithsonian told 
the AP in a story published 
July 12 why it was keep¬ 
ing the exhibit, funded by 
Cosby and his wife Camille. 
The museum has said the 
exhibit “is fundamentally 
about the artworks and the 
artists who created them, 
not the owners of the col¬ 
lections.” 

Comments also came after 
the Smithsonian posted a 
disclaimer online and in the 
museum saying it does not 
condone Cosby's alleged 
behavior. Museum experts 
and scholars have said tak¬ 
ing an exhibit down would 
trample on the curato¬ 
rial integrity and academic 
freedom behind its cre¬ 
ation. The Smithsonian has 
been accused of censor¬ 


ship for changing exhibits 
under pressure in the past. 
Numerous comments left 
in the comment book sug¬ 
gest many visitors see a 
distinction between the art 
and the celebrity who col¬ 
lected the pieces. 

“Thank you for standing 
by the decision to exhibit 
and show this outstanding 
collection,” wrote visitor 
Aaro Jean Bell-Reid of Sil¬ 
ver Spring, Maryland. “We 
should remember that the 
real man behind this col¬ 
lection is (art scholar) David 
Driskell. Cosby only wrote 
the checks.” 

Driskell advised the Cosbys 
on building their art collec¬ 
tion over several decades. 
The collection features 
many paintings and sculp¬ 


tures by significant African- 
American artists, and most 
of the pieces have never 
been shown in public be¬ 
fore. 

Later, Bell-Reid said she 
would have a different 
view if Cosby had created 
the art in the exhibit. 

In the art gallery Wednes¬ 
day, many young visitors 
streamed through the gal¬ 
leries with camp or school 
groups, seemingly oblivious 
to the controversy. 

Art lover George Bierlin, a 
retiree from Palm Beach 
Gardens, Florida, who 
spends part of the year 
in southern Maryland, sat 
down for a longer gaze 
at some of Cosby's family 
quilts and other artworks. 
He said he wanted to 
see it before it was pos¬ 
sibly pulled down, which 
he said would be “the ul¬ 
timate caving to political 
correctness.” “To me, if 
you can't separate the art 
from the collector and the 
artist, then gee, I guess I 
should never see a Roman 
Polanski movie,” he said, 
referring to the filmmaker 
who pleaded guilty to hav¬ 
ing sex with a 13-year-old 
girl in 1977. Ellen Bierlin, his 
wife, agreed, saying Cos¬ 
by's controversy doesn't 
have anything to do with 
notable artworks the pub¬ 
lic hasn't been able to see 
before. 

“One thing doesn't have 
anything to do with the 
other,” she said. “I'm not 
agreeing with what he did 
or whatever, but that’s that 
and this is this. ”□ 


Rocker Vince Neil drops lawsuit over social media passwords

LAS VEGAS (AP) — Motley 
Crue frontman Vince Neil 
got back his social me¬ 
dia passwords after suing 
a consultant he hired to 
manage the accounts and 
accusing her of posting on¬ 
line without his consent, a 
lawyer for the rocker said 
Friday. 

Kristy Sinsara handed over 
the passwords and the 
case was dismissed in early 


June, attorney James Kohl 
confirmed. The breach-of- 
contract lawsuit accused 
Sinsara of holding the pass¬ 
words hostage and making 
unauthorized posts. 

Sinsara said Friday that 
Neil had the passwords all 
along. In the March lawsuit 
filed in state court in Las 
Vegas, Neil said he gave 
his Facebook, Linkedin and 
Twitter account passwords 
to Sinsara, who said she 
was a social media brand¬ 


ing expert and would man¬ 
age the accounts. 

Sinsara offered to man¬ 
age the profiles for free in 
exchange for promotion 
of her book and self-help 
website, according to 
court records. When Neil 
asked for the passwords in 
December 2014, Sinsara 
gave him the one for Twit¬ 
ter but not the others, ac¬ 
cording to the lawsuit. Lat¬ 
er, Sinsara handed over the 
Facebook password but 


enabled a security feature 
allowing access only from 
her computer, records say. 
Sinsara has said it was a 
misunderstanding. She dis¬ 
puted Friday that the case 
was dismissed because 
she handed over the pass¬ 
words, saying Neil always 
had access to his accounts. 
“I did not give Vince Neil 
anything he did not already 
have,” she said Friday in 
an email, adding that the 
rock star also could have 


verified his account directly 
with Facebook. 

The lawsuit turned into a 
case of who didn’t like 
whom.
